One officer call- 
ed the attacks an "oozing be- 
ginning" of the long-awaited 
enemy offensive in the 14,250- 
square mile delta south of Sai- 
gon. 
The Viet Cong attack on Can 
Tho, 80 miles south of the cap- 
ital, was the first major ground 
probe against an allied airfield 
in several weeks. It hit the 
headquarters of the U. S. Ar- 
my's 164th Aviation Group, the 


nerve center for military op- 
erations in the Mekong Delta 
in the region's biggest city. 
Enemy sappers broke through 


the airfield's defenses under 
cover of a heavy mortar, rock- 
et and machine-gun barrage that 
pinned down the 
Americans

Assembly became synonymous 
in the press with political pow­ 
er.”

The college’s acting president, 
S. I. Hayakawa, warned earl­ 
ier that he would envoke a state 
law dictating the discharge of a 
teacher after five consecutive 
days of unauthorized absence 
from classroom duties. 
More than 200 San Francisco 
State teachers walked off the 
job last Monday after presenting 
a list of demands including im ­ 
provement of wages, benefits 
and working conditions and r es­ 
olution of problems that led to 
a student strike.

Thorsen Jr. and his colleagues 
at the University of Wiscon- 
sin. 
They suspect that the 


changes in the lining of the 
stomach occur more readily 
w h e n there is an excess 
amount of hydrochloric acid in 
the stomach. The study seems 
to indicate that 
the 
acid, 


rather than the aspirin, may 
be responsible for the damage 
to the stomach lining. Until 
this is verified it is suggested 
that aspirin be eliminated by 
those who have any indication 
of stomach ulcers.

WHO NAMED GRECHKO?

Kremlin-watchers, a m o dest 
flurry has been caused by an ar- 
ticle in the periodical of the po- 
litical directorate of the Soviet 
Defense Ministry, "Communist 
of the Armed Forces." Certain 
passages in the article appear 
to claim thafmilitary affairs" 
are "a relatively independent 
sphere of social life," of too 
gr«at importance to be com- 
pletely subjected 
tocivilian 


party control. 


If such a heresy has indeed 


been sponsored by the political 
directorate, one must assume 
that this organ of theSovietDe- 
fense Ministry, although charg- 
ed with maintaing party con- 
trol over the military, has in- 
stead become more army than 
the army. Yet this is far from 
unimaginable. 


In the Red Army that Josef 


Stalin purged, the one office 
group that he killed to the very 
last man, literally leaving no 
survivors at all, was the politi- 
cal commissars' group. Un- 
questionably, Stalin did this be- 
cause he was persuaded that 
these predecessors of the pre- 
sent political directorate had 
also become more army than 
the army. 


Even so, the article in ques- 


tion would be far less striking 
if it did not fit so very directly 
with a most remarkable piece 
of intelligence already publish- 
ed in this space. Since this 
piece of intelligence can now be 
much more positively pinpoint- 
ed, it Is worth a brief recapi- 
tulation. 
The story itself is simple 
though ominous. When Marshal 
Rodion Mallnovsky died of can- 
cer on March 31, 1967, the key 
post of defense minister had 
been in the hands of the pro- 
fessional military men for just 
under 12 years. The last civil- 
ian party member to serve as 
defense minister was the pseu- 
domarshal, Nikolai Bulganin, 
who became prime minister in 
early February, 1955, there- 
upon yielding his post at the 
Defense Ministry to Marshal 
Georgi Zhukov. 
Understandably, then, the So- 


viet Politburo wished to replace 
Marshal Malinovsky with an- 
other civilian party member. 
History shows, after all, that 
there has never been true ci- 
vilian control of any armed 
service, unless there was an 
active and intelligent civilian 
at the very summit whose sig- 
nature was needed for every 
major paper. 
The civilian the Politburo re- 
portedly selected was one of its 
candidate-members, D.F.Us- 
tinov. This man was obviously 
chosen for his easy acceptabil- 
ity to the phalanx of senior 


marshals of the Soviet armed 
services. Ustinov was, and is, 
the co-ordinator of all Soviet 
defense production, and in this 
capacity he has served the mar- 
shals well. 
Nonetheless, according to the 
report above-cited, the phalanx 
of senior marshals put their 
heads down like so many angry 
buffalo bulls, resisting the ci- 
vilian appointment through a 
series of exchanges with the: 
Politburo. And in the end the 
Politburo bowed to the will olr 
the marshals and named their 
candidate, 
Marshal 
Andrei 


Grechko, to succeed Marshal 
Malinovsky. 
The source of this report, it 
can now be stated, was the high- 
level Czech defector, Gen. Jan 
Sejna. Gen. Sejna headed the 
party unit in the Czech Defense 
Ministry, and he fled his coun- 
try at the height of the reform 
movement because of his too 
close involvement with the hated 
Antonin Novotny. If anyoutsider 
ought to have known the real 
inside of the Kremlin, Novotny 
was that man. Hence, Sejna's 
testimony cannot be lightly dis- 
missed. 


In addition, it should be noted 
that Sejna's testimony' quite 
neatly 
dovetails 
into 
the 


puzzling 
timing of Marshal 


Grechko'a 
appointment. 
In 


brief, Marshal Malinovsky was 
certainly stricken at some time 
in the autumn of 1966, and as 
early as December, 1966, his 
cancer was well known to be 
terminal. Thus the Politburo 
had many months to decide on 
his successor. 


Yet there was a hiatus of near - 


ly a fortnight between Malin- 
ovsky's death and Grechko's 
promotion from acting defense 
minister to the top job. That 
is just the sort of period one 
would suppose might be requir- 
ed for the sort of tug of war 
between the marshals and the 
Politburo that Gen. Sejna has 
reported. 
Among the American Kremlin- 
watchers, to be sure, the subor- 
dination of the military to the 
party is regarded as a fixed 
point of doctrine. Thus they have 
a strong feeling that there is 
something wrong somewhere. 
God knows, one must hope the 
Kremlin-watchers are right in 
suspecting that all the signs 
above-listed are somehow de- 
ceiving. 
For if the signs are not de- 
ceiving, it is clear that in the 
Soviet Union today the marshals 
have achieved a position that 
can only be compared with the 
position of the general staff 
In pre-World War I Germany. 
Military services able to name 
their own defense ministers 
cannot be called fully controll- 
ed. And that is a pretty wor- 
rying thought.

GRO STUDENTS 


WASHINGTON —On December 
23, black students in several 
well known liberal colleges is- 
sued peremptory demands on 
their college presidents which 
had all the earmarks of a rev- 
olutionary conspiracy. 
The colleges selected were 


Swarthmore, outside Philadel- 
phia; Brandeis University, out- 
side Boston; and Pembroke Col- 
lege, outside Providence. The 
letters were similar to the un- 
reasonable demands made at 
San Francisco State College, 
and followed the general revol- 
utionary pattern set last year 
by Berlin students when they 
stormed the 
offices of Axel 


Springer, the anti-communist 
publisher. 
Simultaneously Samuel R.Jor- 


dan, Jr., convicted of attempt- 
ing to blow up Selective Ser- 
vice Headquarters 83, 84 and 
85 at Lancaster, Pa., and well 
known as a black revolution- 
ary, turned up at Swarthmore, 
though not a student there, to 
Inspire trouble. He worked with 
Fainia Davis, a Negro senior, 
who has publicy stated she in- 
tends to foment revolution after 
she graduates in February. 
Jordan is out on bond, pend- 
ing the appeal on the interesting 
claim that Molotov cocktails 
which he tossed into the Lan- 
caster draft board are not "ex- 
plosive." Why Lancaster auth- 
orities have permitted Jordan 
to be at large to stir up re- 
volutionary 
activities else- 


where is not known. 
The letter submitted to the 
college presidents was signed 
at Swarthmore by Clinton Eth- 
ridge, a Negro senior who is 
head of the Swarthmore Afric- 
an-American Students, and it 
began with a salute to Presi- 
dent Courtney Smith; "Merry 
Christmas!" It then warned that 
unless Smith accepted publicly 
and unequivocally certain "non- 
negotiable" demands by noon, 
January 7, "we will take action 
to see that they are accepted." 
PROBLEM OF ENLISTING 
NEGROES 


The demands to admit more 


Negroes, ironically, were quite 


similar to plans which a faculty 
committee on admissions had 
been formulating in order to 
encourage more Negro students 
to attend. However, when the 
demands were presented In the 
form of non-negotiable threats, 
the ultimatum was turned down, 
and one day after the deadline 
of noon, January 7, passed, the 
black militants at Swarthmore 
chainlocked the door on the 
administration building and took 
over the adminlstratives offices 
of the college. 
Simultaneously, members of 
the faculty received 15 tele- 
grams from Bayard Rustin, the 
Negro leader, all in Identical 
language, asking for accept- 
ance of the demands. Rustin, 
a former member of the Young 
Communist League, has of late 
been one of the more moder- 
ate Negro leaders. 
Ironically, Swarthmore, Bryn 
Mawr, Brandeis, Harvard, Hav- 
erford and a long list of of 
other colleges have been doing 
their best to encourage Negro 
enrollment. However, the pro- 
blem has been to secure Ne- 
groes who can meet scholastic 
requirements. Generous scho- 
larships are available for Ne~ 
go students. In fact, Negroes 
occupy a privileged 
position 


when it comes to entering Ivy 
League colleges, and have far 
more economic opportunity than 
white students. However, deans 
of admission have taken the pos- 
ition that there is no use ad- 
mitting an unprepared 
Negro 


student who is likely to flunk 
out In his first year. 
Talent scouts have gone out, 
as In the days when Ivy Lea- 
gue colleges were recruiting 
football players, to try to enlist 
qualified Negroes. Last year, 
Ohio Wesleyan offered a sch- 
olarship to a well qualified 
Negro girl only to be outbid 
by the University of West Vir- 
ginia, which offered the girl 
an over-all expense allowance 
of $4,500 annually. 
Swarthmore, a year ago, spot- 
ted a well qualified Negro boy 
only to have him tiken away 
by Harvard, 
which offered 


him a more liberal scholar- 
ship. 
Following 
the 
ultimatums 


handed to colleges before Ch- 
ristmas, authorities sat down 
with black power leaders to ex- 
plain their hope of admitting

more 
Negroes, but also the 


scarcity of qualified Negroes. 
They were told by the black 
power group in Swarthmore to 
look South and West. 


Actually Bryn Mawr has sent 


some talent scouts to the West 
Coast, only to find that Reed 
College in Oregon, and Occi- 
dental and Pomona Colleges 
in California are also recruit- 
ing Negro students. Few are to 
be found. In the South, Atlanta 
University and other institu- 
tions are also on the alert for 
qualified Negroes. Mayor Ivan 
Allen of Atlanta has stated that 
Negro graduates have ample op- 
portunities available, and that 
he has been seeking 400 Ne- 
gro high school graduates for 
the Atlanta fire and police de- 
partments. 
PEREMPTORY DEMANDS 
Despite this, 
the African- 


American students at Swarth- 
more peremptorially demanded 
the dismissal of Dean of Ad- 
missions Frederick Hargadon 
for failure to admit more Ne- 
groes. 
The great majority of stu- 
dents at these colleges has 
been out of sympathy with the 
militant black minority; like- 
wise, the majority of the fac- 
ulties. Clinton Ethridge, the bl- 


ack power leader at 
Swarth- 


more, is certain to flunk, and 
also certain to claim he's be- 
being discriminated against. 
Real reason he is certain to 
flunk Is that he has devoted 
so little time to his studies. 
Samuel Jordan, the convict- 
ed Molotov cocktail thrower, 
was a senior at Franklin and 
Marshall College in Pennsyl- 
vania who, at 2:42 A.M. May 
10, 1968, was seen by police 
with other Negro students de- 
parting from Lancaster with 
arms, and material for Molotov 
cocktails. At 3 a.m. Jordan was 
a r r e s t e d , and 
found 
to 


be carrying a loaded 38 revol- 
ver and Molotov cocktail in- 
gredients, A search warrant 
was sworn out, and his apart- 
ment was found to contain var- 
ious ingredients for incendiary 
bombs. Jordan was the leader 
of the Franklin and Marshall 
Afro-American 
Society. He 


was convicted September 20, 
then turned up at Swarthmore 
recently to direct revolution- 
ary activities there.

Let s Keep The G oal In Sight 


P resident-elect N ixon's replacem ent of W. Averell H arrlm an 
with Henry Cabot Lodge as chief U. S. negotiator at the P aris 
Peace conference elicited this com m ent from a Saigon official: 
"T h is decision 
. . . 
should make things easier to r u s ." 
That may very well be the case. But sending Lodge In to r H ar­ 
rlm an might not do as much to r United States interests as to r 
those of the South V ietnam ese government* 


This Is not Intended as a reflection on Lodge’s capability o r 
devotion to A m erican In terests; both have been amply dem onstrated 
over a long period of tim e. 
What poses questions Is the fact 
that In the past Lodge had revealed him self to be strongly sym ­ 
pathetic toward the Saigon leadership. The gratification shown by 
South Vietnamese officials at Lodge’s appointment suggests that 
they expect him to be m ore tractab le, from their point of view, 
than H arrlm an. 


As recent events have made plain, the Interests of Saigon and 
Washington in P a ris do not Inevitably coincide* President Thleu 
and Vice P resident Ky could be m ore Interested In preserving 
their government than In ending the war and letting the South 
Vietnamese people decide who will govern them. The U. S. 
interest lies In achieving a negotiated settlem ent as soon as 
possible — a settlem ent consistent with our Interests, but not ne­ 
cessarily one that solidifies the power of Thleu, Ky and their 
fellow generals. 


It would be wise for Lodge to quickly dispel any notion, on eith ­ 
e r side, that he Is going to be unduly Influenced by the Interests 
of the present regim e in Saigon. F o r the goal of the negotiations 
must be, not survival of the Thieu-K y government, but an end to 
the war under conditions favorable to self-governm ent by the 
South V ietnam ese people. 


Taiwan Plays Africa Game 


Often, when an aggrieved party 
is able to retaliate for 
some offense, the rem a rk is heard: Two can play at that gam e. 
T his situation has developed in the relations between Commun­ 
is t China and N ationalist China on the island of Taiwan. 


Mao T se-tung and h is C om m unists have been courting the new 
A frican states for a variety of reaso n s. Now Taiwan Is following 
suit. 
It is sending ag ricu ltu ral ex p erts to advise the A fricans. 
T here is also a beginning of technological help in public health, 
fish erie s, food p rocessing, highway design and water co n ser­ 
vation. In addition, money grants have been made to two new 
African m em bers of the United N ations, Chad ami S ierra Leone. 


The effect of this aid is visible in the United Nations voting 
on the adm ission of Com m unist China. 
This year 15 A frican 
nations voted for adm ission, and 20 against. 
That contrasts 
with what happened in 1960, when there were few er African 
m em bers; 
nine 
voted 
with Communist China, and only two 
against. 


The Peking C om m unists have many irons In the fire . And 
though the Taiwan operations are so far only an annoyance, 
they may w ell divert Communist attention from fields In which 
Peking’s hostility could create serious problem s.

AN IM PORTANT side light 
on the problem of persistent 
bed-w etting w as reported by a 
Canadian physician. Enuresis 
is the technical term for bed­ 
w etting. the causes of which 
are m any. R arely is there an 
anatom ical reason why chil­ 
dren p ersist in bed-wetting. 
B e f o r e any 
treatm ent 
is 
a t t e m p t e d , 
this m u s t be 
c o m p l e t e l y 
ruled out by 
a general ex­ 
am ination and 
X -rays of the 
urinary tract. 
Undoubtedly, 
the most com­ 
mon cause for 
this condition 
of psychological 
anxiety, or the 
result of too early and too 
m uch pressure by the parents 
to becom e ‘dry’. It is aston­ 
ishing how subtle are the rea­ 
sons 
th a t m ake a growing 
child find em otional security 
by retu rn in g to the bed-wet­ 
ting of th e ir infancy. A new 
baby in th e home, w ith the 
sibling 
riv alry 
th a t accom ­ 
panies it, is a frequent reason. 
• Gadgets, electronic devices 
and sounds th a t wake a child 
a t reg u la r intervals have all 
been tried w ith m oderate suc­ 
cess. Too g re a t anxiety by the 
p aren ts to break the habit fre­ 
quently reflects on the child 
and ex ag g erates bed-wetting. 
Dr. John W. G errard a t the 
University of Saskatchew an, 
came to an interesting conclu­ 
sion that bed-w etting may be 
caused by a food allergy. He 
has, in tw enty-five cases, re­ 
stricted the diets of both boys 
and girls and w as rem arkably 
enthusiastic 
about 
the 
im ­ 
provement of this condition. 
I have reported in these col­ 
um ns excellent results w ith a 
drug, imipramine. Dr. Gerrard 
has used this drug, in addition 
to tracking down food aller­ 
gies, and finds that he is able 
to avoid protracted treatm ent 
when both of these approaches 
are used.

W hy aspirin affects the deli­ 
cate lining of the stom ach has 
been studied by D r. W illiam B. 
Thorsen Jr. and his colleagues 
a t the U niversity of W iscon­ 
sin. They suspect th a t the 
changes in the lining of the 
stom ach occur m ore readily 
w h e n 
there 
is 
an 
excess 
am ount of hydrochloric acid in 
the stom ach. The study seems 
to 
indicate 
th a t 
the 
acid, 
rather than the aspirin, may 
be responsible fo r the dam age 
to the stom ach lining. Until 
this is verified it is suggested 
th a t aspirin be elim inated by 
those who have any indication 
of stom ach ulcers.

WHO NAMED GRECHKO? 
WASHINGTON 
Among t h e 
K rem lin-w atcuers, a m o d e s t 
flu rry has been caused by an a r - 
tlcle in the periodical of the po­ 
litical directorate of the Soviet 
Defense M inistry, "C om m unist 
of the A rm ed F o rc e s.” C ertain 
passages in die a rtic le appear 
to claim th a t"m ilita ry affairs” 
are " a relatively independent 
sphere of social life,” of too 
g reat im portance to be com ­ 
pletely subjected t o c i v i l i a n 
party control. 
If such a heresy has indeed 
been sponsored by the political 
d irecto rate, one m ust assum e 
that this organ of theSovietD e- 
fense M inistry, although charg­ 
ed with m&lntaing party con­ 
tro l over the m ilitary, has in­ 
stead become m ore arm y than 
the arm y. Yet this is far from 
unim aginable. 
In the Red Army that Josef 
Stalin purged, the one office 
group that he killed to the very 
la st man, literally leaving no 
su rv iv o rs at all, was the politi­ 
cal com m issars’ group. 
Un­ 
questionably, Stalin did this be­ 
cause he was persuaded that 
these predecessors of the p re ­ 
sen t political directorate had 
also become m ore arm y than 
the arm y. 


Even so, the article in ques­ 
tion would be far le ss striking 
if It did not fit so very directly 
with a most rem arkable piece 
of intelligence already publish­ 
ed in this space. Since this 
piece of intelligence can now be 
m uch m ore positively pinpoint­ 
ed, it is worth a brief recap i­ 
tulation. 
The 
story itself is simple 
though ominous. When M arshal 
Rodion Malinovsky died of can­ 
c e r on March 31, 1967, the key 
post of defense m inister had 
been in the hands of the p ro ­ 
fessio n al m ilitary men for just 
under 12 years. The last civil­ 
ian party m em ber to serve as 
defense m inister was the pseu­ 
dom arshal, Nikolai Bulganin, 
who became prim e m inister in 
e a rly February, 1955, th e re­ 
upon yielding his post at the 
D efense M inistry to M arshal 
G eorgi Zhukov. 


U nderstandably, then, the So­ 
v ie t Politburo wished to replace 
M arshal Malinovsky with an­ 
o th er civilian party m em ber. 
H istory shows, after all, that 
th e re has never been true c i­ 
vilian control of any arm ed 
se rv ic e , unless there was an 
active and intelligent civilian 
a t the very sum m it whose sig ­ 
n atu re was needed for every 
m ajo r paper. 
The civilian the Politburo r e ­ 
portedly selected was one of its 
candidate-m em bers, D. F . U s­ 
tinov. This man was obviously 
chosen for his easy acceptabil­ 
ity to the phalanx of senior 


m arshals of the Soviet arm ed 
serv ices. Ustinov was, and is, 
the co-ordinator of all Soviet 
defense production, and in this 
capacity he has served the m a r­ 
sh als well. 
N onetheless, according to the 
re p o rt above-cited, the phalanx 
of senior m arshals put their 
heads down like so many angry 
buffalo bulls, resisting the c i­ 
vilian appointment through a 
s e rie s of exchanges with the 
Politburo. And in the end toe 
Politburo bowed to toe w ill oi’ 
the m arshals and named their 
candidate, 
M arshal 
A ndrei 
G rechko, to succeed M arshal 
Malinovsky. 
The source of this rep o rt, it 
can now be stated, was toe high- 
level Czech defector, Gen. Jan 
Sejna. Gen. Sejna headed toe 
party unit in the Czech Defense 
M inistry, and he fled his coun­ 
try at the height of toe reform 
m ovement because of his too 
close involvement with the hated 
Antonin Novotny. If any outsider 
ought to have known toe re a l 
Inside of toe Krem lin, Novotny 
was that man. Hence, Sejna's 
testim ony cannot be lightly d is ­ 
m issed. 
In addition, it should be noted 
that Sejna’s testimony quite 
neatly 
dovetails 
into 
toe 
puzzling 
tim ing 
of 
M arshal 
G rechko'a 
appointment. 
In 
brief, M arshal Malinovsky was 
certainly stricken at some tim e 
in toe autumn of 1966, and as 
ea rly as Decem ber, 1966, his 
cancer was well known to be 
term inal. Thus toe Politburo 
had many months to decide on 
h is successor. 
Yet there was a hiatus of n e a r­ 
ly a fortnight between M alin­ 
ovsky’s death and Grechko’s 
prom otion from acting defense 
m inister to toe top job. That 
is just the sort of ]?eriod one 
would suppose might be re q u ir­ 
ed for the so rt of tug of war 
between the m arshals and the 
Politburo that Gen. Sejna has 
reported. 
Among the Am erican K rem lin- 
w atchers, to be sure, toe subor­ 
dination of toe m ilitary to toe 
party is regarded as a fixed 
point of doctrine. Thus they have 
a strong feeling that there is 
something wrong som ewhere. 
God knows, one must hope toe 
K rem lin-w atchers are right in 
suspecting that all toe signs 
above-listed are somehow d e ­ 
ceiving. 
F or if toe signs are not de - 
ceivlng, it is clear that in the 
Soviet Union today the m arshals 
have achieved a position that 
can only be com pared with toe 
position of the general staff 
In pre-W orld War I Germ any. 
M ilitary services able to name 
th eir own defense m inisters 
cannot be called fully controll­ 
ed. And that is a pretty w or­ 
rying thought.

WASHINGTON -O n December 
23, black students in several 
well known liberal colleges Is­ 
sued perem ptory demands on 
their college presidents which 
had all the earm arks of a rev ­ 
olutionary conspiracy. 
The colleges selected were 
Swarthm ore, outside Philadel­ 
phia; Brandéis U niversity, out­ 
side Boston; and Pem broke c o l­ 
lege, outside Providence. The 
letters w ere sim ilar to the un­ 
reasonable demands made at 
San F rancisco State College, 
and followed the general revol­ 
utionary pattern set last year 
by Berlin students when they 
storm ed th e offices of Axel 
Springer, the anti-com m unist 
publisher. 
Simultaneously Sam uelR . Jo r­ 
dan, J r., convicted of attem pt­ 
ing to blow up Selective S er­ 
vice H eadquarters 83, 84 and 
85 at L ancaster, Pa., and well 
known as a black revolution­ 
ary, turned up at Swarthm ore, 
though not a student there, to 
Inspire trouble. He worked with 
Falnla Davis, a N egro senior, 
who has publlcy stated she in­ 
tends to foment revolution after 
she graduates In F ebruary. 
Jordan is out on bond, pend­ 
ing the appeal on the interesting 
claim that Molotov cocktails 
which he tossed Into the Lan­ 
caster draft board are not “ ex­ 
plosive.” Why L ancaster auth­ 
orities have perm itted Jordan 
to be at large to s tir up re ­ 
volutionary 
activities 
e ls e ­ 
where is not known. 
The le tte r subm itted to the 
college presidents was signed 
at Swarthm ore by Clinton Eth­ 
ridge, a Negro senior who is 
head of the Sw arthm ore A fric­ 
an-A m erican Students, and it 
began with a salute to P re si­ 
dent Courtney Smith; “ M erry 
C hristm as!” It then warned that 
unless Smith accepted publicly 
and unequivocally certain “ non- 
negotiable” demands by noon, 
January 7, “ we will take action 
to see that they are accepted.” 


PROBLEM OF ENLISTING 
NEGROES 
The demands to adm it more 
Negroes, ironically, w ere quite 


sim ilar to plans which a faculty 
com m ittee on adm issions had 
been formulating In o rd er to 
encourage m ore Negro students 
to attend. However, when the 
demands were presented in the 
form of non-negotiable th reats, 
the ultimatum was turned down, 
and one day after the deadline 
of noon, January 7, passed, the 
black m ilitants at Swarthm ore 
chalnlocketf t t t door on the 
adm inistration building and took 
over the adm inistrative* offices 
of the college. 
Simultaneously, m em bers of 
O B f.»<■ iilt. f t p i l f d 15 te le ­ 
gram s from Bayard Rustln, the 
Negro leader, all in identical 
language, asking for accept­ 
ance of the dem ands. Rustln, 
a form er member of the Young 
Communist League, has of late 
been one of the m ore m oder­ 
ate N egro leaders. 


Ironically, Swarthm ore, Bryn 
Mawr, Brandéis, H arvard, Hav- 
erford and a long list of of 
other colleges have been doing 
their best to encourage Negro 
enrollm ent. However, the p ro ­ 
blem has been to secure N e­ 
groes who can meet scholastic 
requirem ents. Generous scho­ 
larships are available for N e­ 
gó students. In fact, N egroes 
occupy a privileged position 
when it com es to entering Ivy 
League colleges, and have far 
m ore economic opportunity than 
white students. However, deans 
of adm ission have taken the pos - 
it ion that there Is no use ad­ 
m itting an unprepared 
Negro 
student who Is likely to flunk 
out In his first year. 
T alent scouts have gone out, 
as in the days when Ivy Lea­ 
gue colleges w ere recruiting 
football players, to try to enlist 
qualified N egroes. L ast year, 
Ohio W esleyan offered a sch­ 
olarship to a well qualified 
Negro girl only to be outbid 
by the University of W est V ir­ 
ginia, which offered the girl 
an over-all expense allowance 
of $4,500 annually. 
Sw arthm ore, a year ago, spot­ 
ted a well qualified N egro boy 
only to have him taken away 
by H arvard, 
which offered 
him a more liberal scholar­ 
ship. 
Following 
the 
ultim atum s 
handed to colleges before Ch­ 
ristm a s, authorities sat down 
with black power lead ers to ex­ 
plain their hope of admitting

m ore 
N egroes, but also the 
scarcity of qualified N egroes. 
The> w ere told by the black 
power group In Sw arthm ore to 
look Smith and W est. 
Actually Bryn Mawr has sent 
some talent scouts to the West 
C oast, only to find that Reed 
College in Oregon, and O cci­ 
dental and Pomona colleges 
In C alifornia are also re c ru it­ 
ing Negro students. Few are to 
he found. In the South, Ml.mt.t 
University and other 
institu­ 
tions a re also on the alert for 
qualified N egroes. Mayor Ivan 
Allen of Atlanta has stated that 
Negro graduates have am ple op­ 
portunities available, and that 
he has been seeking 400 Ne­ 
gro high school graduates for 
the Atlanta fire and police de­ 
partm ents.

Nixon will be more amenable to 
the Gaulllst grand design for 
Europe. They hope, too, he will 
be more flexible on the key 
Gaullist issue of a higher price 
for gold than the Johnson ad- 
ministration showed itself. 
While Le Monde was not en- 
thusiastic about the men Nixon 
picked for his Cabinet, it noted 
the "confirmed qualities" of 
his White House advisers. "It 
is by relying on these men that 
the future president, if he wants 
to, can give his policies the im- 
pulsion and dynamism which we 
see with difficulty coming from 
the ministers of title," Le 
Monde said. 
At the Paris peace talks both 
North and South Vietnamese 
spokesmen avoided public com- 
ment, but privately both sides 
hoped the coming of Nixon would 
bring change. The Saigon gov- 
ernment hopes for a more sym - 
pathetic hearing for its views 
on the importance of denying 
"face" to the National Liber- 
ation Front. The North Vietna- 
mese look for what they call 
"a new sense of realism" which 
would increase pressure on Sai- 
gon. 


BONN— Many West Germans 
seem to think, along with Fi- 
nance Minister Josef Strauss, 
that the free world has gained a 
good leader In Nixon.

Adolf von Thadden, chairman 
of the right wing National Dem - 
ocratic party, has noted; "For 
the German population it is 
meaningful that Riehard Nixon 
was the only candidate who very 
precisely spoke out for the 
reunification of Germany." 
Bild Zeitung, with a circula- 
tion of nearly 4 -1 /2 million, saw 
the new American Cabinet as 
made up "not of super geniu- 
ses and ideologists but of solid, 
successful 
and confidence - 


inspiring men from the world of 
science, politics and economy." 
As elsewhere, there was some 
surprise at Nixon's selection of 
William P. Rogers — "the for- 
mer Eisenhower attorney gen- 
eral long forgotten here" — as 
secretary of state. 
The only appointment which 
aroused more than routine in- 
terest in Germany was that of 
German-born Henry A. Kissin- 
ger as adviser on National se- 
curity affairs. 
"As an American, he cannot 
absolve the United States of the 
guilt of having contributed sub- 
stantially to the erosion of the 
Atlantic Alliance," wrote the 
Frankfurter Allgemelne. "Kis- 
singer ... is fair. He points 
to the possibility of a reappra- 
isal of the American strategic 
concept. 
LONDON — Some observers 
think Nixon may adopt a tough- 
er line on Vietnam. His ap- 
pointment of Ambassador El- 
lisworth Bunker to continue in 
Saigon and of Henry Cabot Lod- 
ge to the Paris talks are cited 
as evidence of this.

Two Californias— Beautiful And Ugly 


LONDON (AP)— 
Europeans 
are adopting a wait-and-see at­ 
titude toward Richard M.Nixon. 
Some sections of the European 
press have expressed cautious 
enthusiasm 
for the incoming 
administration, but often en­ 
thusiasm 
is 
tinctured with 
skepticism. 
A survey by Associated Press 
bureaus in Europe found that 
government spokesmen are not 
willing to be identified with the 
views they express, but the Eu­ 
ropean press is more forth­ 
right. 
Speaking of the Nixon Cabinet, 
for example, Le Monde of Paris 
observes; “ Scarcely modeled 
to elicit enthusiasm.” Sweden’s 
Dagens Nyheter mentions “ peo­ 
ple whose capacity hardly ex­ 
cels that of his vice president, 
Spiro Agnew.” 
Here, in brief, are some of the 
views in European capitals; 
PARIS — French officials hope 
Nixon will be more amenable to 
the Gaullist grand design for 
Europe. They hope, too, he will 
be more flexible on the key 
Gaullist issue of a higher price 
for gold than the Johnson ad­ 
ministration showed Itself. 
While Le Monde was not en­ 
thusiastic about the men Nixon 
picked for his Cabinet, it noted 
the “ confirmed qualities” of 
his White House advisers. “ It 
is by relying on these men that 
the future president, if he wants 
to, can give his policies the im­ 
pulsion and dynamism which we 
see with difficulty coming from 
the ministers of 
title,” Le 
Monde said. 
At the Paris peace talks both 
North and South Vietnamese 
spokesmen avoided public com­ 
ment, but privately both sides 
hoped the coming of Nixon would 
bring change. The Saigon gov­ 
ernment hopes for a more sym­ 
pathetic hearing for its views 
on the importance of denying 
“ face” to the National Liber­ 
ation Front. The North Vietna­ 
mese look for what they call 
“ a new sense of realism” which 
would increase pressure on Sai­ 
gon. 


BONN— Many West Germans 
seem to think, along with Fi­ 
nance Minister Josef Strauss, 
that the free world has gained a 
good leader in Nixon. They are 
convinced he will stand up for 
them in Berlin. 
Adolf von Thadden, chairman 
of the right wing National Dem­ 
ocratic party, has noted; “ For 
the German population it is 
meaningful that Riehard Nixon 
was the only candidate who very 
precisely spoke out for the 
reunification of Germany.” 
Blld Zeitung, with a circula­ 
tion of nearly 4-1/2 million, saw 
the new American Cabinet as 
made up “ not of super geniu­ 
ses and ideologists but of solid, 
successful 
and 
confidence- 
inspiring men from the world of 
science, politics and economy.” 
As elsewhere, there was some 
surprise at Nixon’s selection of 
William P. Rogers — “ the for­ 
mer Eisenhower attorney gen­ 
eral long forgotten here” — as 
secretary of state. 
The only appointment which 
aroused more than routine in­ 
terest in Germany was that of 
German-born Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger as adviser on National se­ 
curity affairs. 
“ As an American, he cannot 
absolve the United States of the 
guilt of having contributed sub­ 
stantially to the erosion of the 
Atlantic Alliance,” wrote the 
Frankfurter Allgemeine. “ Kis­ 
singer . . . 
is fair. He points 
to the possibility of a reappra­ 
isal of the American strategic 
concept. 
LONDON — Some observers 
think Nixon may adopt a tough­ 
er line on Vietnam. His ap­ 
pointment of Ambassador El- 
lisworth Bunker to continue in 
Saigon and of Henry Cabot Lod­ 
ge to the Paris talks are cited 
as evidence of this. But, as the 
Financial Times puts it, “the 
question is to what purpose such 
a hard policy is aimed; Toward 
victory or toward acceptable 
peace?’ 
The Influential 
independent 
weekly economist saw the ap­ 
pointment of Lodge as “ causing 


rejoicing in Saigon and pertur­ 
bation elsewhere.” 
ROME —Many Italians seethe 
new president as a moderate 
unlikely to stir any controver­ 
sies like Presidents Kennedy 
and Johnson. Some politicians 
have shown disappointment at 
his election, his choice of Cab­ 
inet and his policy so far as it 
is known. 
The influential Turin daily, La 
Stampa, said: “ The new secre­ 
taries are mostly clever admin­ 
istrators, but their names let 
us down. They are all unknown 
to the public.” Milan’s Tribune 
Illustrata saw Nixon and his men 
as “ gray and colorless, mostly 
pragamtlsts, with little fantasy 
and a lot of good sense.” 


STOCKHOLM — The Liberal 
Dagens Nyheter 
commented; 
“ every 
observer has stated 
that Nixon met with failure when 
he tried to create a broad- 
based government. There are 
no Democrats, no women, no 
Negroes and no Rockefeller. He 
has 
chose to collect people 
whose capacity hardly excels 
even that of his vice president, 
Spiro Agnew —but let’s wait and 
see what they are able to do.” 


MADRID — The New York 
correspondent of Pueblo, the 
government labor newspaper, 
said if Nixon brings the boys 
home from Vietnam “ and in­ 
vests that money In helping the 
capable Negroes, he will have 
gained what he is seeking, the 
reunification of the country. 
America needs 
nothing more 
than that.” 
BUDAPEST - The Hungar­ 
ian-Soviet Society’s weekly O r- 
szag-Vilag, or 
Country and 
World, observed; “There are 
some indications that tend to 
show that Nixon has revised and 
moderated his formerly anti­ 
communist attitude.” 
MOSCOW — Press comment 
has been largely noncommittal, 
although the trade union news­ 
paper Trud blamed Nixon for U. 
S. military manuevers in West 
Germany near the Czech bor­ 
der.

SACRAMENTO, Calif (AP) — 
California's chief smog fighter 
says the state wants to cleanse 
auto exhaust of pollutants “ as 
fast as possible or faster” 
with whatever device will do the 
job. 
John Maga, executive officer 
for the State Air Resources 
Board, said in an interview 
that “California put the auto 
industry on the spot” with anti­ 
pollution legislation during the 
past decade. 
He took no sides, however, in 
a legal battle which erupted 
Friday when the UJS. Depart­ 
ment of Justice accused four 
major auto producers and the 
American Automobile Manufac­ 
turers Association of making 
unlawful agreements to delay 
development and installation of 
antipollution devices for motor 
vehicles. 
"It's hard to say,” Maga re ­ 
plied when asked if the alleged 
actions — if true —had affected 
the state's efforts to clean its 
air. Spokesmen for the manu­ 
facturers denied the justice de­ 
partment allegations. 
One charge was that in early 
1964 the defendants attempted 
to delay installation of new ex­ 
haust pollution control equip­ 
ment which could have been 
scheduled for 1966 models sold 
in California. 
The suit said pressure from 
nonindustry 
device 
makers 
forced the defendants to install 
their equipment on 1966 models. 


Maga explained that the for­ 
mer State Motor Vehicle Pollu­ 
tion Control Board had decided 
to require installation of the 
higher standard control devices 
as soon as manufacturers pro­ 
duced two separate models that 
met specifications. 


Four firms not directly allied 
with the auto industry devel­ 
oped such exhaust control de­ 
vices and the board in 1964 told 
the auto makers to have such 
equipment 
installed in 1966 
models for sale in the state.

Since then, millions have 
come to fertile, golden Cal­ 
ifornia in search of the good 
life. 
They built the good life, but at 
a price. They drew heavily

boom years following World 
War II. 
Now, 
California 
enters its 
third century of development 
with increasing awareness of 
the damage caused by exploi­ 
tation and with new pressure for 
building a quality environment 
in California that will last into 
future generations. 
“ We are no longer content 
to destroy our beloved coun­ 
try,” wrote the late John Stein­ 
beck, 
California-born Nobel 
Prize winner in literature. “We 
no longer believe that a man, 
by owning a piece of America, 
is free to outrage it.” 
Larry Klml and Dr. Edgar 
Wayburn represent traditional 
foes in the battle over the land. 
Klml is natural resources di­ 
rector for the State Chamber of
